United States Stuns 
Her NATO Allies 


The United States Friday stunned 
Anglo-French associates in NATO by 
supporting an Afro-Asian demand, signed 
by 21 nations of the aforesaid bloc, that 
all foreign forces get out of Egypt at once. 

This will be opposed by the French 
and British. It will cause a further strain- 
ing of the alliance, ruptured by the U.S. 
position at the time of the move into the 
Suez, and may indeed make very diliffi- 
cult any future repair of it, though with- 
out question it is necessary to each. 

Not only that but as a further indica- 
tion of the new foreign policy of the ad- 


' ministration, India and Washington joined 


in cosponsoring a resolution to the U.N. 
to proceed forthwith in the task of clear- 
ing the canal, presumably without cost 
to the Egyptians who sank most of the 
vessels now blocking it. 

The U.S. position is unexpected, as 
we were believed to be in support of 
the Anglo-French position that some of 
the Allied troops remain at the canal 
until the job of clearing it and opening 
it to traffic of all nations was completed. 

The “get-out-now” vote, with the 
Afro-Asian bloc, was totally unexpected, 
as the more recent talks had indicated a 
desire to repair the alliance and close 
ranks once more. The vote on the resolu- 
tion, which will echo in debates today, 
will have even wider reverberations in all 
the capitals of Europe and Asia.

The U.N. Must Look : 
At All the Basic Facts 


More and more attention is being 
focused on the United Nations. And more 
and more persons are giving thanks that 
there is such an organization. 

Some of the attention reveals weaf- 
nesses. They have been there all along. 
They are there because until now the 
nations have not given the U.N. a chance 
to function save as a sort of sounding 
board. That has been of great value. But 
the U.N. was created to keep the peace, 
and not merely to provide a forum. Rev- 
elation of the weaknesses makes possible 
their elimination. : 

The: U.N.’s secretary general, Dag 
Hammarskjold, for example, has done a 
magnificent job. Yet his report on the 
Egyptian crisis leaves open some ques- 
tions. He seems to have begun his ex- 
amination of the issue with the Anglo- 
French invasion of the Suez area. He did 
not go beyond it to President Nasser’s 
illegal, treaty-violating seizure of the 
canal. 

Nor did he consider the public declara- 
tions of policy by Egypt that her major 
commitment of the future was the mili- 
tary destruction of Israel. The many acts 
of aggression also were unmentioned. Nor 
was there any notice given of the extreme 
provocation provided by the Nasser arms 
deal with Russia and the open admission 
such arms were to be used in aggression. 

All these are a part of the picture. 

Also missing is an important factor of 
the controversy which developed after the 
invasion. Egypt herself sank numerous 
vessels and dredges in the canal. It is 
necessary, of course, that the United 
States and the Western nations give all 
assistance to clearing them out. _ 

But the Hammarskjold report would, 
if executed as presented, give the Egyp- 
tians: a completely clean bill of health 
which they do not deserve. It also would 
permit them to continue excluding ships 
of any nation which incurred their en- 
mity. It would leave control of passage

President Eisenhower properly has 
invoked the Taft-Hartley Act dn the 
longshoremen’s strike which for seven 
days has tied up all shipping in East and 
Gulf coast ports. 

A stubborn stalemate was drifting 
from bad to worse. All chances for genu- 
ine collective bargaining had gone glim- 
mering in the increasing acrimony of the 
strike. 

This dispute, like so many of those 
which have disturbed shipping on both 
the nation’s coasts, is one of complexity. 
A major bone of contention was the 
longshoremen’s demands that the New 
York Shipping Assn. negotiate a national 
contract covering all ports. 7 

Three previous labor board decisions 
have restricted the association negotiations 
to New York and its environs. A federal 
injunction ruled this demand out of order 
Wednesday and Thursday the President 
invoked ‘the Taft-Hartley Act which 
calls for a return to work, an 80-day 
“cooling off’? period and a thorough in- 
vestigation and report by a three-man 
board of inquiry. 

Savannah’s busy port has been closed 
down, as have those in other Southern 
states with Atlantic harbors. The Taft- 
Hartley Act, which both parties have said 
needs “revising,” nonetheless continues to 
prove itself a necessary piece ‘of legisla- 
tion, providing a bridge for negotiations 
when the contracting parties are dead- 
locked.

The Atlanta Board of Aldermen has 
resolved to seek home rule from the next 
General Assembly via the Fulton and 
DeKalb County delegations. 

If successful, this will climax.a 10- 
year struggle for municipalities that want 
home rule. Legal technicalities have re- 
sulted in disaster for home rule so far 
for the cities and towns anxious to as- 
sume a fuller measure of self-government. 

As the situation now stands, the Gen- 
eral Assembly must pass on many local 
matters. Legislative courtesy almost au- 
tomatically assures the passage of these 
local bills, but still it ds a roundabout 
process and there always is the chance 
that something will become law that the 
politicians want but the voters don’t. 

Home rule has its opponents as well 
as proponents. But each general election, 
when the state at large must vote on con- 
fusing constitutional amendments of pure- 
ly local application, makes«the theory of 
home rule a new set of friends.

Christian Must Root 
Out Evil in Society | 


On election day a friend said with some satis- 
faction, ‘‘Well, I have just done my Christian duty 
and voted.” I don’t expect that most voters thought 


in that manner, Most of them voted in recognition of a civic responsi- 
bility and without too apparent a sense of religious obligation. In. 
deed, I expect many of us rather fancy that there are few relation. 
ships between the ballot and the church. 


We often say that religion and 
politics shouldn’t be ‘mixed. The 
reason for this is perhaps twofold. 


First, we Americans have a 
worthy and wonderful tradition of 
separation between the church and 
the state. We have no tax-sup- 
ported state church and we also 
deny the right of the state to ordér 
or regulate the worship of our 
churches. 

Second, most of us feel that 
partisan political activity ought not 
usually to be introduced into our 
churches. Only when some great 
and overriding moral issue is in- 
volved should the pulpit push into 
the political arena. 

Does this mean that the church 
has no vested interest in the politi- 
cal life of America? Not at all, for 
if religion embraces, as it surely 
must, all areas of life, then it can- 
not, must not ignore practical poli- 
tics. 

Some years ago a group of 
churchmen approached Mark Han- 
na and promised the support of 
Christians if an honest candidate 
were nominated. 

“Your kind of folk are all right 
in a prayer ,” Hanna re- 
torted, “but they aren’t worth a 
hoot in a political caucus.” 

Perhaps he was right. In many 
instances the church has been hesi-

tant, timid or alfogether silent in 
regard to moral and social prob- 
lems. 

I think my friend was right when 
he said that voting was a Christian 
responsibility.

The U.N. Must Look 
At All the Basic Facts 


More and more attention is being 
focused on the United Nations. And more 
and more persons are giving thanks that 
there is such an organization. 

Some of the attention reveals wea®- 
nesses. They have been there all along. 
They are there because until now the 
nations have not given the U.N. a chance 
to function save as a sort of sounding 
board. That has been of great value. But 
the U.N. was created to keep the peace, 
and not merely to provide a forum. Rev- 
elation of the weaknesses makes possible 
their elimination. 

The: U.N.’s. secretary general, Dag 
Hammarskjold, for example, has done a 


magnificent job. Yet his report on the 
“gyptian crisis leaves open some ques- 
tions. He seems to have begun his ex- 


amination of the issue with the Anglo- 
French invasion of the Suez area. He did 


not go beyond it to President Nasser’s 
illegal, treaty-violating seizure of the 
canal. 


Nor did he consider the public declara- 
tions of policy by Egypt that her major 
commitment of the future was the mili- 
tary destruction of Israel. The many acts 
of aggression also were unmentioned. Nor 
was there any notice given of the extreme 
provocation provided by the Nasser arms 
deal with Russia and the open admission 
such arms were to be used 1n aggression. 

All these are a part of the picture. 

Also missing is an important factor of 
the controversy which developed after the 
invasion. Egypt herself sank numerous 
vessels and dredges in the canal. It is 
necessary, of course, that the United 
States and the Western nations give all 
assistance to clearing them out. 

But the Hammarskjold report would, 
if executed as presented, give the Egyp- 
tians a completely clean bill of health 
which they do not deserye. It also would 
permit them to continue excluding ships 
of any nation which incurred their en- 
mity. It would leave control of passage 
through the vital waterway subject to 
Nasser’s most unstable whim. 

The major powers must assist the 
United Nations. But they cannot ignore 
major decisions. Failure to state their 


positions or to present their evidence, 
findings and their own analysis of issues 
would be unfair to the U.N. Passive with- 
drawal is not in accord with the U.N. 
concept. But support of its findings—once 
they have been reached with full partici- 
pation by the nations involved—is nec- 
essaly. 

President Nasser has declared he has 
no intention of creating an Arabic em- 
pire and that the canal will be, in truth, 
waterway for the world. If he 
means it the solution is in sight and 1s 
relatively simple, though costly in the 
extreme. But we will need more evidence 
of good faith than Nasser has heretofore 
shown. The U.N. must also consider that 
factor.

President Is Correct 
In Using Taft-Hartley 


President Eisenhower properly has 
invoked the ‘Taft-Hartley Act in the 
longshoremen’s strike which for seven 


days has tiea up all shipping in East and 
Gulf coast ports. 

A stubborn stalemate was drifting 
from bad to worse. All chances for genu- 
ine collective bargaining had gone glim- 
mering in the increasing acrimony of the 
strike. 

This dispute, like so many of those 
which have disturbed shipping on both 
the nation’s coasts, is one of complexity. 
A major bone of contention was the 
longshoremen’s demands that the New 
York Shipping Assn. negotiate a national 
contract covering all ports. 

Three previous labor board decisions 
have restricted the association negotiations 
to New York and its environs. A federal 
injunction ruled this demand out of order 
Wednesday and Thursday the President 
invoked *the Taft-Hartley Act which 
calls for a return to work, an 80-day 
“cooling off” period and a thorough in- 
vestigation and report by a three-man 
board of inquiry. 

Savannah’s busy port has been closed 
down, as have those in other Southern 
states with Atlantic harbors. The Taft- 
Hartley Act, which both parties have said 
needs “revising,” nonetheless continues to 
prove itself a necessary piece of legisla- 
tion, providing a bridge for negotiations 
when the contracting parties are dead- 
locked.

For Renewed Attention 


The Atlanta Board of Aldermen has 
resolved to seek home rule from the next 
General Assembly via the Fulton and 
DeKalb County delegations. 

If successful, this will climax a 10- 
vear struggle for municipalities that want 


home rule. Legal technicalities have re- 
sulted in disaster for home rule so far 
for the cities and towns anxious to as- 


sume a fuller measure of self-government. 

As the situation now stands, the Gen- 
eral Assembly must pass on many local 
matters. Legislative courtesy almost au- 
tomatically assures the passage of these 
local bills, but still it is a roundabout 
process and there always is the chance 
that something will become law that the 
politicians want but the voters don’t. 

Home rule has its opponents as well 
as proponents. But each general election, 
when the state at large must vote on con- 
fusing constitutional amendments of pure- 
ly local application, makes-the theory of 
home rule a new set of friends.

Christian Must Root 
Out Evil in Society 


On election day a friend said with some satis- 
faction, ‘‘Well, I have just done my Christian duty 
and voted.” I don’t expect that most voters thought 


in that manner. Most of them voted in recognition of a civic responsi- 
bility ard without too apparent a sense of religious obligation. In- 
deed, I expect many of us rather fancy that there are few relation- 
ships between the ballot and the church. 


We often say that religion and 
politics shouldn’t be mixed. The 
reason for this is perhaps twofold. 


First, we Americans have a 
worthy and wonderful tradition of 
separation between the church and 
the state. We have no_ tax-sup- 
ported state church and we also 
deny the right of the state to order 


or regulate the worship of our 
churches. 
Second, most of us feel _ that 


partisan political activity ought not 
usually to be introduced into our 
churches. Only when some great 
and overriding moral issue is in- 
volved should the pulpit push into 
the political arena. 

Does this mean that the church 
has no vested interest in the politi- 
cal life of America? Not at all, for 
if religion embraces, as it surely 
must, all areas of life, then it can- 
not, must not ignore practical poli- 
tics. 

Some years ago a group of 
churchmen approached Mark Han- 
na and promised the support of 
Christians if an honest candidate 
were nominated. 

“Your kind of folk are all right 
in a prayer meeting,’’ Hanna re- 
torted, ‘‘but they aren’t worth a 
hoot in a political caucus.” 

Perhaps he was right. In many 
instances the church has been hesi-

tant, timid or altogether silent in 
regard to moral and social prob- 
lems. 

I think my friend was right when 
he said that voting was a Christian 
responsibility. I think a Christian, 
as a Christian, should vote. I think 
a Christian, as a Christian, should 
be concerned with practical poli- 
tics. I think at times he should feel 
that the acceptance of actual lead- 
ership is a duty which he accepts 
as a Christian. 

Elton Trueblood in his. book, 
“Declaration of Freedom,” says: 

‘We owe more growth in social 
responsibility to the religious herit- 
age than to any other single factor 
in our culture.” 

This rightly mirrors the fact that 
the church has given to us a sense 
of social concern, which includes 
our public life. I think I am on 
solid ground when I suggest that 
without our religious heritage there 
would be no democracy as we know 
it and therefore no political parties. 


What I want to ask my Christian - 


friend is this: Now that you have 
done your Christian duty and voted, 
have you therefore completed and 
concluded your duty? A Christian's 
concern for his government ought 
really to have begun when he casts 
his ballot.

WASHINGTON—The words of Moscow's hodge- 
podge,. name-calling disarmament proposals have 
to be read against four somber Soviet actions: The 


Kremlin’s repression of the Hungarian people, with more Red army 
troops also poised to go into Bulgaria. The release of the message 
simultaneously with another Soviet test of nuclear weapons. 


The continuing threat to put So- 
viet forces into Egypt in violation 
of the United Nations resolution 
against adding any outside forces 
to this combustible area. 

Nikita Khrushchev's remarks at 
two Moscow receptions, addressed 
to the Western nations, boasting 
that “Communism will bury you” 
—so insulting that the NATO am- 


bassadors walked out of i his 
hearing. 
The United States does not in- 


tend to reply in kind to the spirit 
of the Bulganin message. But these 
events leave the nearly unanimous 
impression outside the iron curtain 
that the purpose is to distract from 
Soviet actions within satellites and 
from the uncertainty and struggle 
inside the Kremlin itself. 

But there will be no brusque or 
casual dismissal of the Bulganin 
letter. If there is a single grain of 
wheat in this carload of propa- 
ganda, President Eisenhower is go- 
ing to try to search it out, pre- 
serve it and ask for more. You can 
expect, shortly, a calm, poised, 
non-name-calling reply which will: 

1. Invite the Soviet Union to join 
in working out a system of ground 
and aerial inspection which will 
make surprise attack by either side 
difficult, bordering on the impos- 
sible, to undertake. 

2. Demonstrate that the United 
States is ready to begin at once 
every form of disarmament which 
can be continuously checked.

BUDAPEST, Nov: 23 —Let 
me, a woman and a mother, 
ask you, women of the West, 
to join me in paying tribute 
to the girls and mothers of 
martyred Hungary. 

I have seen them—teen-age 
girls—fighting tanks and moth- 
ers letting them fight, a wom- 
an worker patrolling the nar- 
row streets around the Kilian 
barracks hugging a tommy- 
gun... ’ 

I saw them bringing hot food, 
ammunition and primitive ban- 
dages made of torn-up sheets 
to the ‘‘front line’’ on Moscow 
Square. 

After the fighting I watched 
a tottering old woman stand- 
ing on a ridge of the 15-foot- 
high debris, poking helplessly 
in what remained of her home. 

But what impressed me per- 
haps most is how women of 
Budapest: ignore the Russian 
tanks now that the fighting is 
over. 

Because the teen-age girls 
who destroyed them during the 
war were “soldiers.”’ They were 
trained to fight tanks and han- 
dle sub-machine guns by the 


Communist regime which nev- -|# 


er thought its plan would back- 
fire and the youngsters use 
their skill to kill Reds. 

A HOUSEWIFE 

But the woman on the streets 
today is a housewife. Most of 
them still tremble when re- 
calling the dreaded memory of 
post-siege days in 1945, the first 
time the Russians occupied this 
city. 

And still they ignore the T54 
monsters, run carelessly under 
the muzzles of their guns, and 
if they look at all, there is orly 
cold hatred in their eyes. 

Running my eyes over hun- 
dreds of pages of notes I have 
made in the past weeks, I find 
dozens about encounters with 
women of all ages who take ac- 
tive part in the fight for a free 
Hungary,
